For the second time in jaysee 
history, steps have been taken to 
obtain a room for students to 
serve as a Student Union. Room 
39, which up to now has been 
used as the self-service side of 
the cafeteria, will be boarded off 
from the coffee shop and is to be 
turned over to the student body 
to be used exclusively for recre- 
ational purposes. The student 
commission has appointed Mayre 
Davies and Dexter Whitcombe 
to act as co-chairmen of a com- 
mittee, which they will appoint, 
to be in charge of all matters re- 
lating to the room and its func- 


tions. Bettie Moore has thus far | 
been appointed to plan the fur-| 


nishing of the room. Appeals are 
to be made to the student body 
at large for furnishings. 

Students have been seeking a 
recreational center where they 
might spend their leisure mo- 
ments during the course of the 
day. Several years ago a plan 
was inaugurated to convert part 
of the basement beneath the 
men’s gym into a unit suitable 
for this purpose. But due to the 
inconvenience of the location, 
and to several other factors, the 
project finally was abandoned. 

When asked regarding this in- 
novation, President Lloyd Wesley 
stated, “It’s a very good idea, and

REACHED IN DAILY 
ATTENDANCE 


A surprisingly new high has 
been reached in the average daily 
attendance for the month of Jan- 
uary 31 to February 25. With 
the exception of one month in 
the school year, this past month 
has brought the A.D.A. to its 
highest total. 

The total enrollment of the 
year 1943-44 is approximately 330 
and the active registration for 
this semester is about 230, boost- 
ing the enrollment up to a higher 
average. 

‘The increase is due to the 61 
new students who have entered 
the college for the spring semes- 
ter. 

President Lemos states that

REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


OFFERS AID TO 


HANDICAPPED 


E. L. Low Heads Local Department

| Known to all students is the 
fact that the public education 
isystem of California includes ele- 
mentary schools, high schools and 
junior colleges. Each is an or- 
ganization of the 

group it serves. 

Unknown to many, however, is 
the fact that there is also a school 
specializing its service to the 
physically handicapped in the 
state. Housed in an office on 
S.J.C. campus is a local depart- 
ment. of this state organization, 
headed by Mr. E. L. Low. 

“In America, it is an inherent 
right recognized by all that chii- 
dren and young people be given 
free educational opportunities to 
assist them make a livelihood and 
become normal members of so- 
ciety,” stated the local co-ordina- 
tor in an interview yesterday. 
“This right has now -been ex- 
tended and arranged to fit the 
special needs of the  handi- 
capped,” he continued. 

Because of the individuality of 
cases in rehabilitation, each case 
is handled as the need. requires. 
To determine the feasibility of 
people who make application for 
service, a medical examination is 
required. As the case is built up 
for the benefit of the person, all 
information would help him to be 
trained for the most satisfactory 
job objective. 

Mr. Low went on to explain 
that when physical restoration 


specialized 


through medical aid is possible, 
such restoration is part of the 
program, using such devices as 
artificial. limbs, hearing aids, 
shoe extenSions or any other con- 
trivance which would assist a 
person to become more physically 
efficient. They may have a max- 
imum use of all their physical 
possibilities, thereby. Often it is 
only necessary to make a jeb 
analysis of physical requirements 
and place a person in suitable 
employment. Co-ordinator Low 
concluded his remarks by saying 
that “it is more desirable to ar- 
range a training program which 
will particularly fit people for 
special jobs than have them in 
employment which is unsatisfac- 
tory, or have them unemployed 
completely.” - 

Under the new federal act 
which the bureau now operates, 
financial assistance is possible for 
all the above services. Too few 
people know this service is at 
their disposal as the state’s re- 
habilitation program. 

The bureau office is located 
here at the Salinas Junior Col- 
lege in Room 17. Mr. Low, as co- 
ordinator, covers the high school 
district of Monterey County and 
Watsonville. Office hours are 
from 9 a.m. to 12 noon, and al- 
though Mr. Low may not always 
be in his office during these 
hours, his secretary is available 
at this time.
